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New Thinking on Drugs 


RECENT REPORT BY A COMMIT. 

tee of inquiry in Vancouver shows 
how the thinking of medical men and 
psychiatrists on the problem of drug .d- 
diction is changing. In this respect we 
seem to be catching up in Canada with 
the remedies: long since adopted in 
Britain and parts of Europe. 

Here we imprison the addict and the 
seller of drugs, if we can catch them. 
The Europeans also impfison the seller 
but in many places they leave the addict 
free and allow him drugs, if he insists 
on having them, under strict regtla- 
tion. When an addict can secure drugs 
on a doctor's prescription he does not 
have to deal with the dope rings. They 
cannot compete with the drug store be 
cause all the huge profits of an illegal 
traffic disappear. Just as’ the bootleg 
ging industry was largely destroyed by 
the repeal of prohibition so it is argued 
the illegal drug business has been greatly 
reduced in countries where the use of 
drugs is- not a legal crime. 

The Vancouver investigators think 
that Canada should face up to the real 
facts of the traffic and allow addicts 
to secure drugs legally. The purpose of 
such a policy, of course, is not to en 
courage the use of drugs but only to 
take the profit motive:out of this busi- 
ness and thus destroy the illegal vendor. 
When a physician prescribes drugs the 
profit of the druggist is minute So 
long as the present law prevails there 
will be huge profits in drug selling and 
hence a huge conspiratorial apparatus 
which must constantly__persuade-.more 
people to buy! its products 

We have managed, in fact, to create 
a situation:in which al) the energies of 
the underworld are harnessed to promote 
drug addiction. particularly among the 
young, who will long remain as cus 
tomers. That business doubtless will 
continue so long as there is big money

The proposed change in the law would 
not interfere in the least with efforts 
to cure addicts by medical treatment. 
This must always be part of a funda- 
mental attack on the drug evil, but it is 
not an easy part. As every physician 
knows, .rea] cures among addicts are ex- 
tremely rare and most of the public 
money used for this purpose is wasted. 
Society, ‘however, regards drugs with 
such horror that it is willing to pay 
taxes in the hope of curing even a minor 
fraction among the unfortunates. 

Whatever is eventually done about 
thése things it is obvious that the laws 
against illicit. drug vending at preserit 
are far too moderate. A burglar who 
steals a few hundred dollars worth of 
property often spends longer in jail than 
a drug peddier who has destroyed count- 
less human lives. The present penalties 
are so weak that they make the gamble 
worthwhile for the underworld 

It will always be difficult to catch 
the criminal in a traffic 80 well organ- 
ized, which handles an_article easily con- 
cealed, but when he is caught he should 
be treated for what he is, a, creature 
generally worse than a murderer.

The sheer prevarication of these den 
jials supports the reported view of Am- 
bassador Kennan that Soviet propagand 
realize how completely such war- 
mongering is at variance with their 
avowed advocacy of peace 

Moscow's English-language, magazine 
News, for example, claims that “there 
has not been a’ single instance of any 
Soviet leader or publication engaging in 
hate propaganda against the United 
States or the American people.” 

In fact, there havé been thousands of 
instances these past years. Soviet theor- 
etician Peter P. lov started it in early 
1950 in his Lenin Day address, accusing 
the United: States of the most frightful 
crimes during the intervention period 
of 1918-20. 

Soviet lies are the opposite of efforts 
to achieve peace, for they incite fear and 
hatred of us among those exposed to 
this propaganda.

Uneasy 
Lies the Head 


By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 
From Washington 


ALTING bureaucratic encroachment, 
cleaning up the mess in Washington, 
conserving social gains and the other 
things candidates talk 
about in campaign time, 
are no doubt very im- 
portant. But they are 
not nearly as important 
as the survival of the 
Republic, which will be 
the chief problem of the 
next President of the & 
United States. 
Take, for instance, 
the problem of Korea, 
or “Truman's War,” as Stewart 
some of the Republicans call it. If we had 
not answered the aggressive challenge in 
Korea, the whole of the Far East and a 
good part of Europe as well would un- 
doubtedly be in Communist hands today. 
But although this horrible alternative has 
been avoided, the alternatives which now 
confront us are far from attractive. 


We cannot resume the offensive in 
Korea, because our national strength is 
not sufficient. We cannot build greater 
national strength without going on a 
full-war basis. We cannot expect the 
enemy to sign a truce unless punishment 
makes it worth his while to do so. And 
we cannot sign a truce of surrender our- 
selves. 


Hence, we are reduced for the present 
to such expedients as taking the prisoner- 
of-war issue into the United Nations. in 
hopes of getting some help from: world 
opinion. This is not the kind of equation 
that any President -is likely to enjoy 
solving 

Yet the Korean ‘equation is easier to 
solve, or at least less fearful in its im- 
plications, than the problem of the econ- 
omic and political strains within the 
Western alliance; or the problem of the 
Pressures and other weak points on the 
periphery such as Iran ‘and Indo-China; 
or above all, the problem of the world 
balance of military power. 

Who would wish to assume the Presi- 
dency at a time when the Soviet Union 
is rapidly acquiring the power: to deliver 
a crippling atomic attack on the US 
while the country is equally rapidly io 
ing the power to retaliate in kind? What 
President would wish to order the tre 
mendous emergency measures perhaps 
the total mobilization of the entire elec. 
tronics industry, for example—which may 
be needed to rebuild our air defenses 
and restore our effective striking power? 
What President would wish to reveal this 
new trend in our affairs to: the country 
and the world? 

Such are the choices nonetheless, 
which will unavoidably confront the next 
President. This alone gives quite suffi- 
client meaning to this truly portentous 
campaign and to the election which will 
be its climax. But this is far from being 
all of this campaign's meaning 

The masters of a free sox iety, after 
all, are the members of the society—the 
people, the electorate, or what you will 
By the same token, the efficient working 

of a free society wholly 
depends upon the 
interest the  under- 
Standing. the degree of 
information of its mas-
